Hand to Hand Fighting. 
Paris, Feb. 2S.—The o'ombiirdment 


in i he north of Verdun Is continuing 
with great intensity. 
Bast of the Meuse last night, there 


was a resumption of violent local at- 
tacks. Near the village ot Douaumont 
lie lighting came to :i hand to hand 
encounter. 
The Germans were 
re- 


pulsed by French troops. 
After intense artillery fire, German 


forces captured the villages of Man- 
naulles but a counter attack brought 
ihe French to the western boundary 
of this location. They now hold Man- 
haulles under their tire. 


In l-orvaine the Germans succeeded 


in occupying small sections of French 
trenches, but they were very shortly 
driven out from these positions. 
Germans Fall into Ruse. 
"Do yoa know about the trick play- 


ed on the Germans at Caures Wood?" 
was the question with which a French 
~oldier. who had been in the Verdun 
fighting, introduced today his account 
ot an incident at, the front. 
"Well, to the north of Verdun," he 
continued, "a little beyond Beaumont, 
lies Caures Wood. It was a point to 
which the Germans devoted special 
attention 
and therefore, everything 


iva* done to give them as good a re- 
ception as possible. 
"While our infantry on the .fringe 


of ihe wood, held on* Uie enemy, toe 
lieutenant of engineers and his men 
mad? their final preparations in the 
wood .which had.besn carefully mined 
before hand. When all was ready, the 
infantry fell back and. the Germans, 
convinced that our men were bolting, 
tore after them in the woods, yelling 
exultantly. 
"When the 
last Frenchman was 
-a;ely out. of the woods, on the other 
»ii!e. some one posted- near Beaumont, 
pressed a button. There was a heavy 
t'OG'.r. and trees, mingled.with bodies 
shot into the air. Virtually every man 
of the enemy in the wood, had 'been 
killed." Shells Fall in Verdun. 
Paris, Feb. 29.—Reports from Ver- 


(lan say that 21 persons of the civil- 
ian population have been killed by 
shells which fell in the 
city.

small remnant of the population were 
still reluctant to leave, 
but 
were 
urged by authorities, to .go,, and they 
crowded on open freight cars, 
and 
exposed to the snow and 
the cold 
they departed for 
a safer 
region. 
One aged woman refused to go, stat- 
ing she was resigned to die, but her 
maid, who herself was 62 years old,

(io/.en of us using the trench and we 
thought the suppressed emotion

Evacuate Trebizond. 
London, Feb. 29.—A Central News 
dispatch from Petrograd said 
the 
Turks are hastily evaluating Trebi- 
Eond, and the neighboring towns of 
Uie Black sea coast of the Caucasus 
region.

A brief report to the poatofflce 
department from agents in New York 
said the character of stolen mail had 
Jiot yet been determined beyond es- 
tablishing the fact that no currency 
was taken, but it was believed the 
loss would not be very great.

following statement: 
"Reports to the department indi- 
date the probability of early capture 
of the robbers. The published ac- 
counts give a much exaggerated im- 
pression of the amount involved. The

which was a 
quantity of negotiable securities. It 
has been ascertained there was no 
currency."

shortage, the lack of high explosives 
and machineguns, the Gallippli failure 
and all the other military misfortunes 
of the war, has at last come in for a 
round of praise 
from a 
scientific 
source. 


"The 
war office has been the subject 
of 
well-merited 
obloquy 
in these 
columns in connection with its wrong- 
headed conceptions of the value of 
pharmaceutical 'qualifications;" says 
the Pharmaceutical Journal, "and it 
is our duty, as well as our pleasure, 
to now record equally deserved praise

It 
was decided to await data on. the way 
from Berlin regarding instructions al- 
leged td have been issued by the Brit- 
ish admiralty to merchant captains for 
attacks on submarines. 
Cabinet members carefully avoided 
questions of whether Germany's posi- 
tion as outlined by Count Von Bern- 
storff in a note to Secretary Lansing 
yesterday was acceptable to the Amer- 
ican government. It was said . that 
merely the facts were laid before the 
cabinet, without any effort being made 
to arrive at a decision. 
It was reiterated, however, that th« 
United States would continue to stand 
flrmly behind its position that attacks 
should not he made on merchantmen 
armed, or armed for defensive pur- 
poses, and would hold Germany ac- 
countable if that position is not ob- 
served. Tbe chief danger was said by 
officials to lie in a possible attack on 
a ship carrying Americans.

Lower water rates for the coniraiu- 
ere of Janesville, which will mean 
reduction to the average householder 
to benefit the largest number of peo- 
ple, under municipal ownership, was 
promulgated at the meeting of the 
board of public works heldMonday 
afternoon, which lasted from three 
o'clock untl after six. The meeting 
was one of the most-important that 
has been held this year by the city 
officials, for beside taking initiatory 
action for the revision of the water 
rates, plane for paring and grading 
work was brought before the meeting 
and discussed at isome length. 


No exact percentage or figures of 
reduction 
were 
announced by the 
hoard members, for the officials took 
the first steps to accomplish thle «nd 
but it was Intimated strongly that the 
lower rates would go Into effect by 
June thirtieth, the end of 'the fiscal 
year in the operation 
of 
the city 
water works. During the nine months 
of -municipal ownership the water de- 
partment, of which Roy M. Cummingb 
is manager, has shown a net profit of 
over eleven thousand dollars. 
This 
fact was before the board of public 
works, This figure is the first means 
that allow the city administration to 
obtain an exact idea of how much 
it is going to cost the city to operate 
their plant and the average profit to 
be obtained. 


Must Pay Bonds. 
Under the present rates the city- 
water department had made a notice- 
able profit after allowing for all pos- 


I sible 
expenses, depreciating and a 
sinking fund to pay off the bonded in- 
debtedness. Within a few days' time 
the city officials will be able to figure 
almost to a fraction how much they 
can consistently reduce the rates and 
yet meet all the expected operation 
expenses without impairing the ser- 
vice, pay off the outstanding bonds, 
and not run 'the water works at a loss 
to be paid for by taxes.

ON TODAY'S MARKET 


Highest Mark In Sixteen Months Is 


Reached on Chicago Market

cents in the price of hogs today sent 
the market to $8.90 a hundred pounds, 
the highest In sixteen months.

Judge Grimm Grants Divorce to Wom- 


an Who Announces She Will Be- 


come a Movie Actress. 


Behind the divorce decree 
issued 
yesterday bx Judge fleorre Grimm to 
Ella M. Chief, a separation for the 
Janenville woman from her full-blood- 
ed Sioux Indian husband, lies one of 
the most weird tales ever entered in 
the annals of the Rock county circuit 
court. It is a story of the peculiar 
customs and traditions of the Indians, 
customs and traditions which have es- 
caped obliteration in the rapid trend 
of civilization <and progress and which 
still remain dear to a motely little 
group of redmen who eke out an ex- 
istence in the Pine Ridge county in 
South Dakota in the foothills of the 
Black Hills. 
sThe Sioux was a wild west circus 
performer when the woman met him. 
She also was traveling with the cir- 
cus. It was the 101 Ranch. They 
were thrown together much and soon 
a courtship opened. At Chilton, Wis., 
on July 11, 1913, they were married. A 
month later, August 13, 1913, affidav- 
its show, they separated. And since 
that time Chief, "bein? of sufficient 
ability to do so, has neglected to pro- 
vide the plaintiff with any support." 
On the grounds of non-support Judge 
Grimm granted the divorce. 
It appears from the testimony given 
by Mrs. Chief that the Indian's breth- 
ren raised strenuous objections to hie 
pact with the white woman and con- 
stant mutteringe of anger against her 
were heard. The little Sioux tribe 
was doomed to hardship and privation 
and the Evil Spirit was wrathful with 
the redman's marriage 
outside his 
tribe, with its queer and peculiar cus- 
toms. 


The constant appeal of his tribes- 
men with the circus finally induced 
Chief to return 
to the foothills of 
South Dakota when the season closed. 
Thereby were blasted the hopes of the 
whits woman to quit the life of the 
big top and settle and live in the mode 
of civilization. But she returned with 
him and then began a tale which reads 
like fiction. 


Conditions with the Indians were 
even worse then while the two were 
wlththe circus. The entire tribe was 
opposed to the marriage and made 
matters unbearable I'or the woman. 
Big Chief White Horse, a brother of 
the Indian husband, was the leader of 
the trouble and schemed to wipe out 
the stain of dlshonorSurhich his brother 
had brought upon the tribe with his 
marriage. According to the testimony 
of 'Mrs. Chief, her husband was taken 
up into the foothills to a secret spring
